K IN G ST O N 
T he U lster Cou nty Legislatu re, in a straight 
party line v ote M ond ay night, approv ed a m u lti­ 
m em ber d istrict plan to reapportion the cou nty , a 
plan back ed by the R epu blicans. 
T he plan passed by a 21 to 12 v ote, and will 
d iv id e the cou nty into nine d istricts instead of the 
eight in the present plan. T he D em ocrats fav ored 
a single-m em ber d istrict plan, hu t d id not form ally 
present one. Both plans wou ld retain the present 
nu m ber of 33 legislators. 
T he v ote cam e after pu blic hearings, and 1 11 
hou rs of rhetoric, at a special m eeting in the 
cou nty office bu ild ing which followed the hearing. 
The plan is d esigned to follow one m an. one v ote 
req u irem ents of U.S. Su prem e Cou rt d ecisions. 
It is not k nown at this tim e if the D em ocrats will 
proceed w ith prev iou sly annou nced plans to peti­ 
tion for a referend u m and let the v oters d ecid e if 
they w as-nt the G O P plan. If not. the plan stand s 
as approv ed and 33 persons will ru n for election 
in 197 5 u nd er the nine-d istrict approv ed plan. If 
the D em ocrats secu re petitions w ith 10 per cent of 
fhe v oters ad v ocating a special referend u m , Ix egis- 


latu re C hairm an P e te r.). Sav ago estim ates it will 
cost $7 5 ,000.

of the city can call on any one of them .

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‘ Fear of Depression Is Great est Danger’ 


W A SH IN G TO N (U PI) - In a paraphrase of Frank lin D. 
R oosev elt’s inau gu ral reassu rance of 40 y ears ago. Presid ent 
Ford say s the worst thing A m ericans hav e to fear is fear tha t 
a d epression aw aits A m erica. 


“ O u r greatest d anger tod ay is to fall v ictim to the more 
ex aggerated alarm s tha t are being generated abou t the 
u nd erly ing health and strength of ou r econom y ,” he told a 
news conference M ond ay night. 
“ We are going to tak e som e lu m ps and bu m ps," he ad d ed , 
"b u t w ith the help of Congress and the A m erican people we 
are perfectly able to cope w ith ou r present and foreseeable 
econom ic problem s.” 
Ford said tim es are nowhere near as d esperate as 1933, 
w hen FDR said "T he only thing we hav e to fear is fear 
itself." 
B u t the prepared statem ent he read at his news conference 
was blu nter than u su al in ack nowled ging both the d epths 
of A m erica’s econom ic trou bles and the d epths of A m eri­ 
cans’ m isgiv ings abou t the fu tu re. 
T he Presid ent gav e no ind ication tha t he is abou t to 


reshape the economic proposals he personally presented to 
Congress O ct. 8 . 
C ritics say they are geared to fighting intlation and showed 
too little concern with coping with recession. 
U ntil a few week s ago, Ford ’s Official line was that the 
U nited S tates was not in a recession. 
B u t M ond ay he said recession "is a seriou s threat that 
alread y has hu rt m any citizens and alarm s m any m ore." 
Recent polls show pu blic confid ence in the economy has 
slu m ped since Ford entered the presid ency . 
R ecently Senate D em ocratic Lead er M ik e M ansfield said 
he fears a 19 30s*sty le d epression u nless Congress and Ford 
u nite in stiff action. 
Hou se Speak er Carl Albert say s solu tions com parable to 
New Deal m easu res are called for. 
Ford also: 
—said Congress shou ld enact his economic program — 
inclu d ing the 5 per cent su rcharge, a tax cu t for the poor 
and a w ind fall tax on oil com panies —or come u p w ith its 
own. He said Congress shou ld not ad jou rn u ntil it has passed 
a tax bill, a pu blic jobs program for the u nem ploy ed and 


sev eral energy m easu res and cu t gov ernm ent spend ing. 
—appeared to soften his total opposition to an increase in 
the fed eral gasoline tax to d am pen consu m ption and red u ce 
reliance on im ported petroleu m . He said a nu m ber of tim es 
he opposed a 20 cent gas tax increase —perm itting the 
inference he might accept a sm aller increase, as proposed 
by m any in his ad m inistration. 
d efend ed as ev en hand ed his proposals to cu t fed eral 
spend ing by $4.6 billion below the bu d get su bm itted last 
w inter by former Presid ent R ichard Nix on. He said it was 
u ntru e that d efense was tak ing only tok en cu ts while 
spend ing to help |>eople wou ld lie su bject to sharp red u c­ 
tions. 
—foresaw little lik elihood of another gasoline shortage lik e 
last w inter’s and saw "no prospect" that gasoline might go 
u p to $1 a gallon.

A u thorities (lock ed to the scene shortly alter 8 :15 a m. 
tod ay w hen a passerby reported seeing a bod y ly ing in the 
snow on Woodst ock Count ry C lu b property 
G u irpgossian’s bod y was fou nd abou t 20 feet off R ou te 37 5 . 
A light d u sting of snow which apparently had fallen 
som etim e ov ernight cov ered the m an, accord ing to 
hief 


C onstable W illiam W aterou s. 
Coroner R ichard Bu ono was called to the scene, and the 
bod v was rem ov ed to the U lster C ou nty morgu e where an 
au topsy was slated to be perform ed tod ay to d eterm ine the 
ex act cau se of d eath, and perhaps establish the approx im ate

Police ind icated G u iragossian m ay hav e d ied shortly after 
d isem bark ing from the bu s. 
“ He was apparently d ead for some tim e when the bod y 
was fou nd ,” one officer said . 
H ead lacerations’ were noted on the bod y when it was 
fou nd , accord ing to au thorities, who cau tioned that the case 
cou ld not d efinitely be established as a hit-and -ru n u ntil the 
au topsy is com pleted . 
M eanw hile, inv estigators ask ed any one who may hav e 
d riv en along R ou te 37 5 M ond ay night or early tod ay and who 
m ight hav e inform ation concerning the m ishap to contact 
W ood stock C onstables at 6 7 9 -2422 or S tate Police at 338 - 
17 02.

A storm that carried its fu ry 
from the M id west to the East 
Coast left more than 35 ,000 
persons strand ed tod ay . 
M ichigan

the snow storm the worst 
since 18 8 6 , N ational G u ard 
he a v y

mobilized in w estern M ary ­ 
l a nd 
a nd s e v e r a l c om ­ 
m u ni t i e s w e r e v i r t u a l l y 
isolated in Pennsy lv ania. 
T he story was the sam e in 
parts of Ohio, W est Virginia 
and Virginia. 
T he A m erican Red Cross 
estim ated 35 ,000 strand ed in 
M ichigan, Ohio, Pennsy lv a­ 
nia and M ary land , and re­ 
ports 
ind icated 
thou sand s 
more were trapped by snow- 
block ed highway s in other 
states. 
In sou thw est V irginia, two 
persons froze to d eath. More 
than 
18 
inches 
of 
snow 
blank eted parts of the state. 
Dozens more d ied across 
the storm front in w eather- 
related traffic accid ents. In 
M ichigan alone, 27 persons 
d ied of heart attack s su ffered 
while shov eling snow. 
M any 
homes 
and 
other 
bu ild ings were left w ithou t 
power, 
schools 
and 
shops 
were closed , and for the first 
tim e in its history , the D etroit 
D aily News —the nation’s 
largest afternoon enew spaper 
—was 
u nable

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‘Illegal Bugging' Lawsuit Filed by Ex-Trooper 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) — A former state police official has 
filed a $500,000 lawsuit in which he claims troopers brought 
illegally-obtained electronic surveillance equipment with 
them to the 1968 Republican national convention in which 
Nelson A. Rockefeller was bidding for the presidency. 
The suit, filed in the state Court of Claims and disclosed 
Monday, claimed that Rockefeller feared political "dirty 
tricks" but did not claim the former N ew York governor was 
aware of electronic eavesdropping activity. 
Frederick Butler, a former state police finance officer who 
is now living in Detroit, Mich, filed a “ malicious prose­ 
cution" suit against the state in which he claims efforts were 
made to discredit his reputation by giving “ fradulent 
testimony that led to his indictment in 1970. 


Butler claimed in his suit that the state police would pad 
bills for such things as vehicle repair and then spend the 
money on equipment not authorized in its budget. 
He claimed that money obtained in that manner was used 
to purchase a Mason receiver from a firm in Fairfield, Conn. 
The equipment was taken to the July 29 to Aug. 9, 1968 GOP 
convention in Miami by troopers protecting Rockefeller, 


Butler claimed. 
The receiver can be used to monitor or detect active 
"bqgs." 
Rockefeller, now undergoing congressional examination 
for his vice presidential nomination, lost his bid for the 
Republican presidential nomination in 
1968 to former 
Preisent Richard M. Nixon. 


Butler was indicted on charges of taking $200 in state 
police funds. He claimed the money was actually used to 
convert a police car into looking like a taxicab for use in New 
York City. The cab, he said, contained hidden equipment 
to monitor conversations of suspected criminals. 
The former civilian state police official said that his 
indictment was aimed at discrediting him should he try to 
disclose “ wrongful acts" he was aware of. 
Butler’s suit alleged that two repair shops. Lexington 
Garage in Albany and Pride Motors in Glens Falls, would 
overcharge for auto work and then return the money to the 
state police. That money would then be used for un 
authorized expenses.

"I 
don’t believe there’s anything 
that should be put in the way 
in that category.’’ 
Murphy, 
who 
succeeded 
the retiring Richard C. 
Gerstenberg as chairman of 


the word's biggest auto comp- 
pany, said GM has stock­ 
holders all over the world and 
having shareholders in the 
Arab 
oilproducing 
nations 
would not make any dif­ 
ference to the company. 
Arthur Burns, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board 
and a powerful economic ad­ 
viser in the Ford adminis­ 
tration. said Friday he would 
oppose investment of Arab 
“ petrodollars” 
in 
strategic 
U.S. industries. But Burns 
said he would not oppose 
Arab 
investment 
in com­ 


panies such as Quaker Oats. 
l/ickheed Aircraft Corp. re­ 
vealed during the weekend 
that it had rejected an offer of 
$100 million in Arab money. 
Murphy, who assumed the 
GM chairmanship Monday, 
blamed “ gloom and doom 
talk” about a depression for 
the lack of consumer con 
fidence in the economy and 
for sagging car sales.

Murphy said the news me­

were 
guilty of creating a lack of 
confidence in the economy. 
He blamed the “ emphasis 


that everyone —the adminis­ 
tration at times —puts on the 
negative and very little on the 
positive." But he said, “ I 
would fault the media more 
than I would the adminis­ 
tration.” 


The news media, he said, 
should pay more attention to 
the fact that “ More people 
are working that ever before." 
and less on the 6 per cent that 
are unemployed and on the 
high auto industry layoffs, 
which exceed 215,000 this 
month.

Marl’s Motors bid $4,035 on 
the van but the envelope from 
Bill Collier Chevrolet con­ 
tained only a letter in which 
Collier said he was unable to 
bid. 
He said the factory 
stopped taking 1974 orders six 
months ago, bid specifica­ 
tions did not detail windows, 
tire sizes, the number of 
seats, 
and 
several 
other 
items, and called the 10 day 
d e liv e r y 
tim e 
“ u n ­ 
reasonable.” 
This request for a bid vio­ 
lates every law of open com­ 
petition,” Collier said in his 
letter. “ There is a very serious 
question of collusion on the 
part of the village. Someone 
must know where a 1974 van 
with these specifications is 
located and know that it is 
’ available within 10 days.” 
Collier, who was at the 


meeting, also questioned the 
need for eight cylinders, auto- 
matic transmission, and 
power steering. He said the 
Cadet Corps doesn’t drive 
more than 1,000 miles a year 
and that a new van would 
“ rust out before it wore out.”

That letter lists 
fiv e concerns of Georg e Wallace, and all of them are among 
the traditional concerns of American conserv aties: law and 
order, deficit spending , military preparedness, compu lsory 
b u sing , and ju dicial ty ranny . Bu t merely to b e “concerned” 
ov er deficit spending , the skeptics point ou t, is not su fficient 
to u nite the popu list and the conserv ativ e. Recently , a 
skeptic g av e as an ex ample the sing le qu estion of feu l 
conserv ation. More narrowly , g as. What do y ou do ab ou t the 
hig h cost of it? 


A conserv ativ e wou ld reason as follows: The hig h cost of 
g as mu st b e passed along to the consu mer. Simu ltaneou sly , 
the discov ery of additional sou rces of fu el, or of fu el 
su b stitu tes, shou ld b e encou rag ed. The hig her cost of fu el 
itself wou ld attract inv estment in oil ex ploration. If more 
intensiv e ex ploration seemed desirab le, then special tax 
adv antag es shou ld b e encou rag ed. 


Now the popu list does not tend to reason that way . First 
and foremost, the popu list desires a v illain. It doesn’t help 
mu ch to offer him a foreig n v illain, b ecau se the popu list 
inclines towards isolationism, and isn’t enthu siastic ab ou t 


sending the marines to pu nish the foreig n v illain. So y ou 
hav e to come u p with someb ody more accessib le than King 
Faisal. 


What y ou come u p with is The Big Oil Companies. You 
start talking ab ou t their hu g e profits. Then y ou start talking 
ab ou t the prob lems of the little g u y , who su ddenly has to 
pay six ty cents per g allon for his g asoline, while the rich 
Park Av enu e matrons clip their cou pons. 


So that the qu estion is: can conserv ativ es teach the 
popu lists the elements of economic arithmetic su fficient to 
train them to u nderstand su ch ru dimentary thing s as that 
y ou cannot redu ce g as consu mption withou t redu cing g as 
consu mption? And that this can only b e done, in a free 
society , b y the pressu re of economic pricing ? The other day 
William Simon was accu ssed of hav ing no policy on fu el. His 
reply was eloqu ent: “I hav e elev en times pu b licly recom­ 
mended to two presidents a hig her tax on g asoline.” That 
is a policy . 


Bu t is it one that Georg e Wallace cou ld b e persu aded to 
adopt? Cou ld a conserv ativ e reach ov er the head of Geog e 
Wallace to his constitu ents, and sedu ce them into the 
conserv ativ e camp? Prob ab ly not withou t Wallace’s activ e 
cooperation. Cou ld that b e achiev ed? The chances are 
ag ainst it, b u t the effort shou ld b e made, and the adv ances 
to Wallace shou ld e made priv ately , and v ery soon. The 
ob v iou s man to make them is: Ronald Reag an. Armed with 
the fig u res, he shou ld stop b y at Montg omery , and try it ou t. 
After all, if y ou can’t ex plain the adv antag es of a free market 
in g as, what do y ou do with the complicated issu es?

Nicho la s Vo n Ho ffma n: 
A Case o f Palestinians’ Parallel Identities 


WASHINGTON — Who are the Palestinians, 
these foreig n people who trou b le u s so? Briefly seen 
shapes formed b y the electron stream in ou r 
telev ision sets... the squ at and disconcerting 
Arafat, so frig htening at the podiu m of the UN 
that we call him Hitler reincarnate. The Palesti­ 
nians, they are the dead b odies tossed from the 
windows of Israeli apartment hou ses where they 
hav e come to kill; they are the specks at the doors 
of hijacked jet liners picked u p b y telescopic lenses 
shooting across airport tarmacs from which heat 
wav es rise to distort the imag e; they are the 
caricatu re Arab s on camels with the oil derrick in 
the b ackg rou nd of the political cartoons. 
After 12 centu ries of continu ou s contact, cross­ 
fertilization, war and cohab itation b etween Arab s 
and Western Eu ropeans, we don’t know the first 
thing ab ou t them. In school do they still ev en teach 
ou r kids ab ou t the b attles in thesand and hills of 
Palestine b etween Richard the Lion-Hearted and 
Saladin the Ma-g nificent, or hav e the Arab s of 
■ leg endary romance v anished as well? 
A real Arab , the Palestinian writer Fawaz Tu rki, 
showed u p here in Washing ton the other day . One 
of his compatriots, a clinical psy cholog ist, inv ited 
me to hav e dinner with him and two other 
Palestinians, a painter and a y ou ng woman who 
had recently taken her masters deg ree in b u siness 
administration. One of the thing s we hav en’t y et 


focu sed on ab ou t the Palestinians is that they are 
the b est edu cated of all the Arab nationalities. We 
hav e a notion of them as technolog ical idiots, 
incompetent illiterates idiotically drag g ing neo­ 
lithic plows throu g h sandy soil in which nothing 
can g row. Su ch misconceptions can foster dang er­ 
ou s miscalcu lations. 


Fawaz was b orn in what is now the Israeli city 
of Haifa, b u t left it at the time of the partition 
when he was eig ht y ears old. As with so many 
ex iles and the children of ex iles from other places, 
the land they hav e nev er seen is more v iv id than 
the one they liv e in. Fawaz say s that in the 
Leb anese refu g ee camp where he g rew u p, the kids 
u sed to chant this rhy me: 


Who am I? 
Who are y e? 
I am the retu rnee! 
He can also recall the day in the camp when the 
UN arriv ed to plant trees down the middle oi the 
main street, and “the old men with g ray stu b b le 
on their faces said, ‘The sons of b itches are 
planting the trees b ecau se they think we’ll still b e 
here when they g rou w u p.’ 
The fou r at the dinner tab le said that in one way 
or another their childhood was a resistance to any 
form of assimilation with other Arab nationalities. 
The Palestinians hav e more or less b een kicked ou t 
of Sau di Arab ia and Jordan, and the Leb anese 


b y as many as 100 New York 
doctors. 
In Los Ang eles, Clev eland 
and Boston, prob ab le stu dent 
loan frau d b y “schools” and 
lenders reaches close to $5 
million. In Chicag o, across- 
the-b oard frau ds are b eliev ed 
to ex ist in health aid pro­ 
g rams and emb ezzlement has 
heen 
discov ered

In Atlanta, frau ds and em­ 
b ezzlements in g rants, stu ­ 
dent loan frau ds, cheating on 
health and rehab ilitation pro­ 
g rams and other crimes b y 
su pposedly respectab le b u si­ 
nessmen, social workers and 
health prog ram directors may 
total $5 million. 
On the stu dent loan pro­

“The lack of OIS (HEW’s

I 
hav e an altered statu s as a resu lt of what the PLO 
has done. Su ddenly the whole world has to 
recog nize ou r reality .” 
Let’s hope we can also recog nize the personality 
and indiv idu ality of Fawaz and his fellow cou n­ 
try men. Bu t, if we do, then we shall feel it all the 
more strong ly and sadly that these two peoples kill 
each other. It is easier when it is strang ers who 
incu r v iolent death.

"everything in order" aboard 
the Soyuz 16 craft. 
Tass 
said

mission, 
which began Monday, would 
last several days and include 
a simulated docking to pre­ 
pare for next July’s linkup 
with 
an 
American 
Apollo 
ship. 
U.S. and Soviet space of­ 
ficials conferred by telephone 
about the flight, according to 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration in 
Houston. U.S. ground sta­ 
tions tracked the craft. 
The Soviets gave wide pub­ 
licity to Soyuz 16, apparently 
in an effort to dispel doubts 
raised by past mishaps in the 
Kremlin’s troubled space pro­ 
gram. 
Western experts said they 
expected the Soyuz 16 to be 


the first of two dry run flights 
by the Soviets to satisfy 
American space officials. 
The experts said NASA is 
happy about the proven abili­ 
ty of the moon-tested Apollo 
but would like to see a couple 
of trouble-free warmup Soyuz 
missions before the joint pro- 
ject. 
The Soyuz has experienced 
past stabilization problems, 
which caused the craft to roll 
in space, but the ship has 
been modified to correct the 
defects. 
In addition to the stabiliza­ 
tion changes, the Soyuz 16 
has been specifically altered 
to duplicate the craft to be 
used in the Apollo-Soyuz mis­ 
sion next summer. 
Soyuz 15, the last Soviet 
manned flight, returned to 
earth in August two days af­ 
ter failing to dock with an 
orbital station. But the Sovi­ 
et* said a new docking system 
was being used for the joint 
flight. 
The Apollo was scheduled 
to blast off from Cape Canav­ 
eral, Fla., next July 15 seven 
and a half hours after the 
departure of Soyuz. 
Tass said the Soyuz 16 took 
off early Monday afternon

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W ith sev en day s still remaining in the 197 4 big game 
season in New York State, Jim Billu ps, the assistant general 
director of the YMCA in Kingston, is the leader in the 
clu bhou se, so to speak , with respect to the biggest bu ck deer 
catch of the season. 
Billu ps, a v eteran hu nter whose pu rsu it of deer has 
encompassed three states in 15 y ears, k nock ed down a hefty 
10-pointer that dressed ou t to 199 pou nds. There hav e been 
sev eral 12-point catches reported, bu t none came close to 
Billu ps’ catch for sheer weight. 


“ It was my first deer since 1 came to King sto n fo ur 
y ears ag o ," said Billups, who sho t two o ther deer in his 
career. “ I did a lo t o f hunting in Pennsy lv ania and 
Ohio .” 
Billups has an ex planatio n fo r his o utsized catch. “ I 
sho t in the Atwo o d, near Bro wn’s Co rners o n pro perty 
o nce o wned by the late Dr. Bush. There are lo ts o f co rn 
and alfalfa fields in that area and my buck must hav e 
had a pretty g o o d appetite.” 
Any hunter will tell y o u y o u that a deer that dresses 
o ut nearly 200 po unds is really so mething special. 


Nex t biggest catch is the 10-pointer bagged by Cliff Van 
Kleeck on Hu rley M ou ntain, one of the most produ ctiv e 
areas in the cou nty . It weighed ou t at 175 pou nds and is No. 
1 in the Joe LaLima deer pool in Kingston. 
A father and son combination, the Dav e Van DeBogarts 
of W ittenberg, came u p with a combined catch of 21 points. 
Dav e Sr. shot a 12-pointer in the Acom Hill area of 
W ittenberg and Dav e Jr. hau led in a 9 -pointer. The bigger 
deer weighed ou t in the 15 0-5 5 pou nd range. 
One of the points was chipped off the 12-pointer bu t the 
stu b was more than an inch long, mak ing it a legitimate 12- 
point catch.

Carroll Morris’ Bait Box on Rou te 28 reported sev eral large 
deer, bu t was concerned abou t the lack of big bear k ills. 
“We hav en’t seen or heard of any big bear k ills,” said 
Morris, “ bu t we k now there’s a big one roaming arou nd ou r 
place here off Rou te 28 . We k now he’s there becau se we’v e 
seen him .” 
The biggest bear catch in recent y ears in the Ulster area 
was a 405 -pou nd beau ty shot down by the Bait Box boy s 
a few y ears ago.

Glen Co le, o f the Game Div isio n o f the Env iro nmental

The Reg io nal o ffice o perates co o perativ e areas in 
Dutchess Co unty , Stewart Air Base in Newburg h and 
two in Sulliv an Co unty , the state leader in buck kills. 
There is no co o perativ e area in Ulster. 
“ Ou r information indicates that the bu ck tak e will 
definitely be u p in the Du tchess and Su lliv an co-ops,” said 
Cole. “We can't estim ate the Ulster retu rns at this time. 
A Freeman su rv ey of traditional check points, howev er, 
indicated that the bu ck tak e will be su bstantially higher 
than a y ear ago. 
Cole does not share the opinion of the traditionalists that 
the absence of doe season and party permits (banned in 
Ulster) has any appreciable effect on the bu ck tak e. In fact, 
he think s it might help. 
“ We’v e had the party permit sy stem in Dutchess fo r 
the past few y ears,” he ex plained. “ Yet 1 0 mo re bucks 
hav e been taken already this seaso n than all o f 1 97 3 . I 
do n’t think it makes much difference either way .”

Apropos the lack of conflict between shooting and con­ 
serv ation, a Michigan State Univ ersity stu dy way back in 
195 6 showed that: (1) u nder normal hu nting seasons entire 
crops of new small game which hav e grown to m atu rity and 
cou ld be harv ested are not tak en by hu nters; (2) the hu nter 
merely remov es some game that otherwise wou ld die of 
starv ation, freezing or predation. 
Also (3 ) in places where g ame is no t hunted, there is 
usually no mo re g ame in the spring than there wo uld be 
where no rmal hunting o ccurs; (4 ) where hig h kills hav e 
been made in the fall, the surv iv ing breeders seem to 
beco me mo re pro ductiv e and (5 ) failure to hunt o r sho rter 
seaso ns do no t mean there will be an abundance o f g ame 
the fo llo wing seaso n.
